W ashington, Feb. 26-—Th® 
fl” ! 
move on the part of the United 
States governm ent 
to prevent* the 
merger ot the 
great 
Armour 
and 
Morris packing interests was taken 
today when Secretary of Agriculture 
Wallace served formal notice on bom 
companies 
that 
the 
amalgamation 
would be in violation of the packers 
and stock yards act because it would 
“stifle competition” and 
“create^ a 
combination in restraint of trade. 
W allace said he had learned th at 
the Armour and Morris companies 
had entered into a tentative agree­ 
ment for combine of their properties, 
but that the m erger is not formally 
consummated. 
He held that the merger of these 
companies would be a possible step to 
the amalgamation of all. the so-called 
•big five’ packers. 
Will Hold Hearing 
W allace will hold a hearing here 
on April 2 to review the evidence 
against the proposed combine and to 
hear the case bf the packers. 
At the conclusion of this hearing, 
if the evidence warrants, he has 
authority under the law to issue 
an 
order against the Armour and Morris 
Companies to 
“cease and desist” in 
the merger project- 
The packers would then have the 
right to appeal from W allace’s de­ 
cision to the U. S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals. 
A fine of from $500 to $10,000 for 
each day’s violation of the order and 
imprisonment up to five years is 
provided after the final decision of 
the federal court- 
Prelim inary complaint filed by Sec­ 
retary W allace today that J. Ogden 
Armour, acting for the Armour cor­ 
poration, contracted with Morris and 
Company to acnuire all the assets of 
Morris and company 
Eliminate Morris 
It is charged that this transaction 
“provides for the entire elim ination 
of Morris and Company 
from the 
meat packing field and constitutes a 
violation oi the packers and stock 
yards act in that the aquisition 
by 
the Armour interests of Morris and 
company, including the capital stock 
or business of other corporations own 
ed by Morris and Company, and the 
acquisi8tion of the stock of Arm our 
and Company of Delaware by Morris 
and company on the other hand, con­ 
stitutes a restraint of interstate com ­ 
merce and creates or tends to create 
a monopoly in many secions and com ­ 
munities of the United States and 
foreign countries in the purchase of 
live stock and the sale of live stock 
products.” 
Swift, Armour and Morris are the 
largest of tho big five packers, W al­ 
lace said. "There corporations kill 
sixty per cent 
of 
the 
inspected 
slaughter iu the United States and 
they dom inate the 
principal 
m ar­ 
kets. 
“My position is that should any 
two of these packers be brought to ­ 
gether in a single corporation, com­ 
petition would 
be lessened 
and .a 
monopoly created. 
“Merger of 
Armour 
and 
Morris 
would be the first step in the viola­ 
tion of the principal of the law, for it 
would tend to restrict competition.” 
The consideration of the purchase 
of the Morris interests 
by 
Armour 
was given at $10,000,000 in cash, $10,- 
000,000 in preferred stock and $10,- 
000,000 in common stock of Armour

before the end of the present year. 
The papers professed to see addi­ 
tional evidence in support of this 
opinion in the proposal of President 
Harding that the United States join 
the perm anent Court of International 
Justice and 
Arbitration 
established 
under the League of Nations. 
Ambassador Harvey had 
extolled 
the growing warmth of Anglo-Ameri­ 
can relations and said he believed the 
United States eventually “would have 
to come into European affairs.” 
Coming so close upon the heels of 
Prem ier Bonar Law’s prediction of an 
Anglo-American accord, 
belief 
was 
strengthened not only in G reat Britain 
but throughout Europe th at the foun­ 
dations are being laid for an agree­ 
ment, perhaps a definite treaty of al­ 
liance, between Great Britain and the 
United States. 
Such a treaty, it is 
understood would bind not only Bri­ 
tain but the whole British empire, be­ 
ing signed by representatives of the 
component commonwealths.

County Cork has been the hot bed 
of rebellion against the Free State 
ever since the 
Dublin 
government 
was formed. It was there that Michael 
Collins was shot to death. 
Word was received th at many Irre­ 
gular soldiers were contemplating giv­ 
ing up their arms but this was fol­ 
lowed by 
another 
dispatch 
saying 
that the women, urged on by Miss 
MacSwiney, were demanding that the 
men fight to the bitter end. 
So far no reply has been received 
to the appeals which Miss Mhry Mac­ 
Swiney sent to Pope Pius XI in Rome 
in behalf of her sister Annie who has

for

days. Mary asserted th at Roman Cath­ 
olic priests have refused to Adminis­ 
ter Sacram ent to her sister.

The other is the proposition th at 
the United States shall adhere to the 
world court of justice set up under 
the League of Nations, upon which it 
rppeared unlikely today any definite 
action can be taken before the ex­ 
piration of the present Congress six 
days hence. 


Washington, Feb. 26.—That Presi­ 
dent Harding’s proposal to have the 
United States Join 
the 
perm anent 
court of international justice created 
by the league of nations will fail to 
receive the sanction of the senate is 
the practically unanimous opinion, of 
senate leaders In both parties. 
Elven the most ardent supporters of 
the adm inistration admit that it will 
be almost 
certainly impossible 
to 
bring the m atter to a vote before ad­ 
journm ent next Sunday. 
Members of 
the 
“irreconcilable” 
group, which has fought bitterly all 
attem pts 
to 
associate 
the 
United 
flu tes with the league in any way, 
were frank in their declarations th at 
the president’s 
proposal “must re­ 
ceive mature and very careful consid­ 
eration.” 
This view, moreover, was 
accepted even by recognized adminis­ 
tration adherents on the senate com­ 
m ittee on foreign relations, to which 
the proposal has been referred. 
“Irreconcilables” on the committee 
meanwhile are making a close study 
of the four reservations proposed by 
Secretary of State Hughes. It is prac­ 
tically a certainty that senators of 
this group will have reservations of 
their own to present when formal con­ 
sideration of the president's proposal 
begins. 
Doubt is expressed that the United 
SU tes would be welcomed into the 
court on the term s outlined by Sec­ 
retary Hughes. 
Europe, it is pointed 
out, would have everything to gain 
and nothing to lose by an American 
adhesion; and the league, It is gen­ 
erally agreed, would be glad to give 
the American government a voice in 
the election of judges. 
The state de­ 
partm ent, according to the prevailing 
belief, has received informal but un­ 
questionable assurances which prac­ 
tically guarantee the acceptance of 
the Hughes plan for American par­ 
ticipation in case the approval of the 
senate can be obtained. 
Action Causes Comment 
Considerable 
comment 
has been 
caused by the president's action in 
asking the advice aud consent of the 
senate before initiating formal nego­ 
tiations looking toward American ad­ 
hesion to the protocol and statute 
establishing the court. While quite In 
accordance with the constitution and 
not without precedent, the president’s 
move Is interpreted as indicating un­ 
usual consideration for the preroga­ 
tives of the senate in the conduct of 
foreign relations. 
Unlikely to receive approval from 
the 
present 
senate, 
the 
Harding- 
Hughee proposal also will face con­ 
siderable opposition in the new sen­ 
ate, taking office after March 4. 
Tho 
adm inistration forces will be much 
weaker in the new body, whereas the 
“irrsconenables” will present a prac­ 
tically unbroken front. 
President Harding in hts message 
to the senate declared that particlpa 
tion in the .tribunal offered an oppor­ 
tunity 
through 
which 
the 
United 
States could dem onstrate its willing- 
newt to aid in preserving world stab ii 
tty without In any manner assuming 
“any legal relation to the league.” 
Four reservations, the first of which 
would specifically disclaim any obliga­ 
tions under the league, were suggest­ 
ed by Mr. Harding as necessary condi­ 
tions to membership In the court The 
others would give this government a 
voice In selecting the judge* of the 
court and in making changes in Its 
beele regulations end would provide 
that congress determine what part of 
the expenses of the ydbunal are to bo 
un id out of the American treasury.

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ACROSS THE YEARS. 


It was not easy to be the first President of the United States. 
Nor is it easy to be the twenty-ninth President. There must be 
hours when President Harding, brooding over the problems of to- 
fe. day, looks from the White House windows across to Virginia 
where Washington sleeps at Mount Vernon and compares 
the 
oroWems of the first President with his own. There are times 
when the troubles of an older America touch hands across the 
years with those of an infant America. 
After all, how strangely alike are those troubles! The prob­ 
lems of Woodrow Wilson and Warren Harding are much the same 
is those of George Washington. 
The twenty-ninth President’s 
troubles with the Senate are not new’; the first President had 
hem. He was forced to make compromises, many of them, even 
as Harding is forced. 
There are spoilsmen now; 
there 
were 
plenty of them then. 
Now the American Legion demands a bonus and other con­ 
siderations ; then it was the Society of the Cincinnati demanding 
place and power. 
In 1794 Washington put down the “Whisky 
Rebellion;” in 1923 the Nation is trying to make “whisky” a for­ 
gotten word in America. 
There were Borahs and Brookharts and La Toilettes in those 
far-off days. Our radicals now beat their breasts and denounce 
Wall Street, Big Business and the “invisible government;” then 
they saw the threat of monarchy and autocracy in every act of 
the new state. 
Then, as now, the world was in a cycle of wars. The French 
Revolution was tearing the old order apart in Europe even as 
the great war, the Red Commune and the proletarian tides are 
shaking things today. Then, as now, the Old World was a lure 
and a threat. 
Harding’s inaurgural was the signal of American withdrawal 
from Old World affairs. Washington’s proclamation of April 22, 
1793, was the signal then. That withdrawal endured for better 
than a century; how long the retreat of today will last no wise 
man or soothsayer can foretell.—Public Ledger.

would he In violation of th e packers 
and stock yards act bec ause it would 
"stifle com petition” and 
"create 
a 
com bination in restra in t of trade.” 
W allace said he had learned that 
th e A rm our and M orris com panies 
had entered into a te n tativ e agree­ 
m ent for com bine of th e ir properties, 
but th a t the m erger is not formally 
consum m ated. 
He held that the m erger of these 
com panies would be a possible step to 
the am algam ation of all. th e so-called 
“big five’ packers. 
Will Hold Hearing 
W allace will hold a hearing here 
on A pril 2 to review th e evidence 
against th e proposed com bine and to 
hear th e case bf th e packers. 
At th e conclusion of th is hearing, 
if th e evidence w arran ts, he has 
authority under the law to issue 
an 
order against the A rm our and M orris 
Com panies to 
"cease and desist” in 
the m erger project 
T he packers would th en have the 
right to appeal from W allace’s de­ 
cision to the U- S. C ircuit C ourt of 
Appeals. 
A fine of from $500 to $10,000 for 
each day’s violation of th e order and 
Im prisonm ent up to five years Is 
provided after the final decision of 
the federal court- 
P relim inary com plaint filed by Sec­ 
re ta ry W allace today th a t J. Ogden 
A rm our, acting for the A rm our cor­ 
poration, contracted w ith M orris and 
Company to acnuire all th e assets of 
M orris and company.

It is charged th a t th is transaction

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ACROSS THE YEARS. 


It was not easy to be the first President of the United States. 
Nor is it easy to be the twenty-ninth President. 
There must be 
hours when President Harding, brooding over the problems of to- 


i day, looks from the White House windows across 
to 
Virginia j 
where Washington sleeps at Mount Vernon and 
compares 
the 
problems of the first President with his own. 
There are times 
when the troubles of an older America touch hands across the 
years with those of an infant America. 
After all, how strangely alike are those troubles! The prob­ 
lems of Woodrow Wilson and W arren Harding are much the same 
is those of George Washington. 
The twenty-ninth President’s 
troubles with the Senate are not new; the first President had 
:hem. He was forced to make compromises, many of them, even 
as Harding is forced. 
There are spoilsmen now; 
there 
were 
plenty of them then. 
Now the American Legion demands a bonus and other con­ 
siderations; then it was the Society of the Cincinnati demanding 
place and power. 
In 1794 Washington put down the “Whisky 
Rebellion;” in 1923 the Nation is trying to make “whisky” a for­ 
gotten word in America. 
There were Borahs and Brookharts and La Follettes in those 
far-off days. 
Our radicals now beat their breasts and denounce 
Wall Street, Big Business and the “invisible government;” then 
they saw the threat of monarchy and autocracy in every act of 
the new state. 
Then, as now, the world was in a cycle of wars. The French 
Revolution was tearing the old order apart in Europe even as 
the great war, the Red Commune and the proletarian tides are 
shaking things today. 
Then, as now, the Old World was a lure 
and a threat. 
Harding’s inaurgural was the signal of American withdrawal 
from Old World affairs. 
Washington’s proclamation of April 22, 
1793, was the signal then. 
That withdrawal endured for better 
than a century; how long the retreat of today will last no wise 
man or soothsayer can foretell.—Public Ledger.
